The Nelson Morris plant is situated 
re a r the Riverside section in the fork 
of Kaw river, just north of the stock 
yards, on a low lying piece of ground. 
The plant was built three years ago 
and Is one of tin most complete in 
this country. 
For three days previous 
to the fire, or since the worst of the 
present flood began, there had been 
no killing at the plant, operations in 
all departments being practically at 
a standstill. 
Men had been kept at 
work all day and night trying to have 
the meats on hand, and in pumping 
water from the basement. 
The fire was confined to the cold 
storage building and meat house, both 
being destroy* d.
